. Terrible injuries, fatal in one 
case, were suffered by three 
workmen at Taikoo Dockyard 
yesterday as the result (of an 
accident which occurred“during 
construction work on a new ship. 


A number of men were engaged 
‘in placing an iron bulkliead Into 
position, when, without warning, 
the supports gave way and the 
bulkhead crashed into their midst. 

The ‘bulkhead weighed no legs. 
than 12 tons, and although other 
workers quickly skipped out- of. 
the way, three men were caught 
under tho enormous weight and 
suffered terrible injurics, 

Wong Chuen, 46, a fitter, had 
his skull fractured, besides sus: 
taining other severe injuries. He 
has since died In Hospital.

In nenrly every caso South 
opened -with a pre-emptive bid of 
four spades. West, refusing to be 
shut out, bid five hearts. North 
bid five spades which West doubled. 
With such an array of high cards 
We can hardly blame’ West for ex- 
pecting a very large penalty. 


The Play. 


| The natural opening was the 

king of hearts, which held the first 

trick, but from that point on_ the 
defence’ varied considerably. Most 

West ‘players continued with the 

queen of hearts, which was ruffed 

in dummy. Declarer’ then led a 

small diamond from dummy which 

East held with the eight. He 

returned a club, and declarer ruffed. 

The ace of spades was Icd, followed 

by the five of hearts on which West 

was obliged to’ play the nine, 
Dummy ruffed, and returned a 
dinmond which declarer ruffed in 
his own hand. He led the seven 
of hearts and West was again 
forced to- cover with the ace. 
When dummy ruffed with his last 
spnde, the remaining cards in de- 
clarer’s hand were good and he 
made the contract of five spades 
doubled. : ‘ 
Other West players led the ace 
of diamondds at the second trict, 
followed by anothcr diamond, The 
ten was played from dummy, 
sovered by -East’s king, and de- 
elarer ruffed. After drawing ono 
round of trump, he was able to 
ruff three losing hearts in dummy 

and discard: the last onc on tho 
established queen of diamonds, 
which of course permitted him to 
make the contract of five spades 
doubled. : 

Probably the best defence for 
West is to Shift .to the ‘king . of 
spadea after winning the first 
heart trick. However, 
can still make his contract by 
leading diamonds at every opnor- 
tunity, and eventually - establish- 
ing o winning diamond in dummy 
nn which to discard a heart. If 
South plays the hand correctly he 
can confine his losses to ono heart 
and one diamond, thereby making 
flve spades against: any defence 
West can offer, despite his over- 
powering array of aces and kings.

The ‘early Socialists: looked up 
to the machine as the saviour of 
mankind.

Under such a rule, there ia little 
place for democratic politics, and 
the Kuomintang had no real 
power: nor could public opinion 
easily .be brought to bear- on it. 
It had no satisfactory basis and 
no coherent linking up with either 
the provincial or the national au- 
thorities, We may ‘nevertheless 
regret that the vigour with which 
simple policies of sound materia} 
development wore pursucd to a 
large mensure of nccomplishment 
is not more often to be seen in 
the sphere of Kuomintang _ poli- 
tics, where paper schemes more 
often flourish, and the constant 
change .of corrupt offictala. tells 
against real progress.
